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MARKET  REVIEW 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  totaled  2,561,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  at  the  end 
of  April,  a  decrease  of  274,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  when  they  were 
2,835,000  tons.  This  was  the  third  consecutive  month  in  which  total  stocks 
decreased  from  the  preceding  month.  Stocks  have  averaged  2,635,000  tons 
on  April  30  for  the  last  five  years.  The  month-end  stocks  for  April  1975 
were  74,000  tons  below  the  five-year  average. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  total  stocks  at  the  end  of  April  were  802,000  tons, 
61,000  tons  less  than  on  March  31.     Although  their  stocks  of  refined  sugar 
increased  7,000  tons  during  April,  their  raw  sugar  stocks  decreased  68,000 
tons  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  in  stocks  for  the  month.     The  stocks  of 
mainland  cane  processors  were  450,000  tons  at  the  end  of  April,  a  decrease 
of  102,000  tons  from  the  preceding  month,  but  104,000  tons  more  than  on 
April  30  last  year.     At  the  end  of  April,  beet  processors'   stocks  were 
1,310,000  tons,  111,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier,  but  142,000  tons 
more  than  they  were  at  the  end  of  April  last  year. 

The  level  of  distribution  of  refined  sugar  remains  low  although  it  has 
increased  somewhat  in  recent  weeks.     Deliveries  for  the  week  ending  May  17, 
1975  totaled  198,088  tons,  raw  value,  which  was  14  percent  below  the 
229,328  tons  delivered  during  the  same  week  last  year.     This  decrease  in 
deliveries  may  reflect  an  increase  in  the  usage  of  synthetic  and  corn 
sweeteners  and  the  reduced  purchasing  power  of  consumers  which  force  them 
to  curtail  purchases  of  higher  priced  sugar  containing  products. 

According  to  preliminary  reports,  distribution  through  May  17,  1975, 
totaled  2,982,000  short  tons  compared  with  4,198,000  tons  and  3,958,000 
tons,  respectively,  delivered  through  the  same  periods  in  1974  and  1973. 
However,  at  year-end  1974  there  were  8,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively 
delivered,   i.e.,   sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December,  but  physically 
delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year.  Constructive 
deliveries  totaled  6,000  tons  in  1973  and  130,000  tons  in  1972.  Therefore, 
physical  deliveries  through  May  17,  1975,  totaled  2,990,000  tons  compared 
with  4,204,000  tons  and  4,088,000  tons,  respectively,  through  May  17,  1974 
and  1973. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  totaled  32,495,000 
hundredweight  during  the  first  quarter  of  1975.     This  was  a  decrease  of 
36.9  percent  from  the  first  quarter  last  year  with  decreases  occurring 
in  all  five  of  the  geographical  regions.     Reported  deliveries  in  the 
New  England  region  were  down  the  most--43.6  percent,  followed  by  decreases 
of  41.4  percent  for  the  West,  38.9  percent  for  the  North  Central,  38.1 
percent  for  the  Mid-Atlantic  and  36.4  percent  for  the  South. 
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During  the  first  quarter  of  1975,  reported  deliveries  decreased  more  than 
500,000  hundredweight  in  13  states  and  more  than  1,000,000  hundredweight 
in  six  states  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1974.     However,   in  1975, 
849,000  hundredweight  of  sugar,  or  2.6  percent  of  total  deliveries,  was 
delivered  without  the  states  of  destination  identified.     Illinois  had  the 
largest  decrease--2, 107^000  hundredweight,   followed  by  decreases  of 
1,580,000  in  California,  1,460,000  in  Pennsylvania,  1,401,000  in  New  York, 
1,119,000  in  Ohio  and  1,032,000  in  New  Jersey. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  10  bulk  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged 
26.07  cents  per  pound  during  April,  down  from  28.52  cents  in  March,  but 
up  35  percent  from  19.25  cents  in  April  of  last  year.     The  domestic  spot 
price  continues  to  follow  the  declining  trend  of  the  world  market. 

The  spot  price  has  been  very  unsettled  during  May  with  decreases  or  in- 
creases occurring  almost  daily.     On  May  1  the  price  was  at  its  highest 
point  during  the  month  at  21.70  cents.     The  lowest  point  was  reached  on 
May  15  at  18.45  cents  and  for  the  period  May  1-23  the  price  averaged  19.60 
cents.     This  compares  with  22.69  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.   11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
averaged  24.06  cents  per  pound  during  April.     This  is  down  from  26.50  cents 
in  March,  but  11  percent  above  the  April  1974  average  of  21.77  cents. 

During  May,  the  world  price  fluctuated  between  19.75  cents  on  May  1  and 
16.50  cents  on  May  15.     For  the  period  May  1-23,   it  averaged  17.75  cents 
as  compared  with  24.00  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  sold  in 
100-pound  bags  were  reduced  throughout  the  country  on  April  28  and  29. 
The  quotations  for  beet  sugar  in  all  regions  and  for  refined  cane  sugar 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Intermountain  Northwest  regions  were  reduced 
4.00  cents  per  pound  on  April  28.     The  price  quotations  for  refined  cane 
sugar  in  the  remaining  regions  were  reduced  4.30  cents  on  April  29.  On 
May  7,  the  quotations  for  beet  sugar  in  the  Eastern  and  Chicago-West 
regions  were  reduced  an  additional  2.50  cents,   and  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  Intermountain  Northwest  regions,  the  quotation  was  reduced  2.00  cents 
for  both  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar.     The  only  other  change  in  the 
quoted  wholesale  price  was  in  the  Southeast  where  a  5.40  cent  reduction 
was  made  on  May  12. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  May  21,  1975,  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  100- pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5- pound  paper  bags 
averaged  41.80  cents  per  pound  in  April,  down  from  49.52  cents  in  March. 
This  compares  to  22.96  cents  per  pound  for  April  of  last  year,  an  increase 
of  82  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Florida  from  the  1974-75  crop,  which  ended  on 
April  11,  totaled  793,339  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  824,198 
tons  produced  from  the  prior  crop. 

The  final  sugar  production  from  the  1974  Louisiana  crop  was  593,922  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  557,854  tons  produced  last  year.     The  Texas  cane 
area  finished  grinding  its  second  crop,  producing  76,203  tons  of  sugar, 
raw  value,  compared  with  38,407  tons  from  its  first  crop.     Total  sugar 
production  for  Florida,  Louisiana  and  Texas  amounted  to  1,463,464  tons 
from  the  1974-75  crop  compared  with  1,520,459  tons  produced  a  year  earlier. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  April  26,  1975,  totaled  212,944 
tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  92,365  tons  produced  through  April  27,  1974. 
The  low  production  in  1974  is  attributable  to  a  strike  which  closed  the 
Hawaiian  sugar  plantations  in  1974  from  March  9  through  April  16.  The 
five-year  average  (1970-74)  of  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  April  26 
is  227,240  tons.
